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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments raise new issues of compliance under 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph, since lines 9-10 
of claim 1 introduce a series of limitations which will apply to each of a pair of fuselage insulation packages, yet the first and second flat 
insulation end sections are now required to extend from the first and second of the pair of packages, respectively. In light of this 
discrepancy, it is not clear how many end sections or pairs of insulation packages are being claimed. 

Additionally, new issues or possibly a new search may be required by the broadening of claim 2, line 3, where "at least two ribs" are no 
longer arranged perpendicular to a longitudinal axis of the aircraft, but only a portion of the two ribs must be so arranged; 

Third and fourth holes are required at the end of claim 2, raising new issues and possibly requiring a new search. 

The amendment to the specification raises the issue of new matter, whereby the cone element 42 at the tip of element 4 is changed to the 
core element 52 of element 13. 
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
